l* looking over the spring books in the Booklist office, we are 
struck by their attractive appearance as well as by their higher 
cost. Improved appearance—binding, paper, type, wide margins 
—has brought up the price of many new books, particularly of 
non-fiction, thereby creating for the small library a problem which 
The Booklist does not fail to take into account. By the same 
token, however, books are placed beyond the reach of the indi- 
vidual purse, and readers must more and more turn for them to 
public libraries. So, knowing that library book funds cannot 
keep pace with publishers’ prices, The Booklist recommends some 


books, perforce, because of their worth; regretfully, because of 
their price. 


HILE excellent works are sold by some subscription book 
houses, others offer an inferior grade of book and impor- 
tune the prospective buyer by devious methods. The A. L. A. 
has had difficulties through the misleading use of its name by the 
salesmen of one house and the matter was taken up before the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. Librarians are warned against A. L. A. 
“endorsements” unless proved to be bona fide, and, where there 
is any question as to the value of a set, are urged to write to 
their state commissions or to A. L. A. headquarters before mak- 
ing purchase. The man selling a really first class set has nothing 
to fear from such an inquiry; those selling low grade works are 
well got rid of. It is always unwise to order any subscription set 
in advance of publication or to sign a contract without careful 
examination. 
The library and the community is the title of a forthcoming 
A. L. A. book by J. L. Wheeler, Librarian at Youngstown. In 
great detail and with many illustrations it discusses the value and 
technique of publicity.
